ECENT DISPATCHES FROM WASH- 
ington dealing with pro-axis activities 

in the Latin American countries suggest 
that some of the United States firms who 
had Nazi sympathizers in their employ as 
commercial representatives are severing 
those connections. The office of commer- 
cial and cultural relations between the 
American republics, for example, has ex- 
posed to various American business houses 
in detail the dodge by which they unwit- 
tingly were being made to play the Hitler 
game in Mexico, Central and Southern 
America; and many of them, of course, 
promptly acted. 

Apparently what has been happening 
is this: In Mexico, as a typical case, of 300 
American firms selling through agencies;

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THE CAPTAIN AND HIS SHIP 


From The Times, London. 

It is the sad duty of a newspaper, particu- 
larly im time of war, to chronicle many tra- 
gedies, at sea, on land, and in the air. Among 
them, from time to time, are those of the loss 
of ships at sea, events which in the nature of 
things are only too often accompanied by 
regrettable loss of life. The casualties then 
recorded may include the captain.of the lost 
ship. It is inevitable that this should occa- 


| sionally be so, but there is no foundation 


whatever for the tale that it is the invariable 
rule. Yet whenever it does happen.a number 
of people are moved to write letters to the 
press—as any editor’s letter bag can testify 
—protesting against the sway of the alieged 
tradition that “the capiain must go down 
with his ship.” 

It seems desirable, in order to save much 
unnecessary pain to those who may have lost 
a father, husband, or son fz. this way, to 
point out with all the emphasis at command 
that among seamen there is no, such tradi- 
tion. It seems to*have been the Invention of 
the sentimental novelist, borrowed and 
adapted for his own purposes by the sensa- 
tional reporter. Traditions of the sea, in- 
deed, there are, There is much that {is noble 
but nothing that is theatrical or sentimental 
about them, and never could they be quoted 
as responsible for a useless sacrifice. That 
which governs the conduct of the captain of 
a ship at all times, in triumph or disaster, is 
that his duty makes him responsible for the 
safety of his ship and her company—put in 
that order not because things are more valu- 
able than men but because to ensure the 
safety ofthe ship is the best way to ensure 
That duty dictates 
that he shall not leave her while a possibility 
remains that human effort can save her. 
Untess he is disabled, his qualifications no 
less than his duty dictate that he shall direct 
that effort. But, if and when the moment 
comes to him to, give the order, “Abandon 
ship,” the ship's company take the place of 
the ship herself as his first care, and there 
is no tradition that can rélieve him of that 
responsibility. 

The captain indeed may go down with his 
ship. He on whom the heaviest responsibility 
rests must inevitably be more exposed to 
danger than most of those under his direc- 
tion. But, if he does, it is the perils of the 
sea that are responsible for the loss of a life 
more valuable than many others, not a 
theatrical 
reality. Such a death ts no useless sacrifice 
It is the end of a hero who gives his life at 
the call of duty in the act of providing for 
the safety of those committed to his charge.

Held in Japan 


Suspected of having deliber- 
ately wrecked his command in an 
effort to learn military secrets, | 
Capt. Jean P. Ioannidis, master of | 
the Greek steamship Phaex, was 
held in detention for two days by 
the Japanese authorities, 

Capt. Iionnidis told the story 
following arrival on. this coast 
from Japan aboard the N.Y.K 
liner Heian Maru. 


The Phaex, iaden with a cargo 
from Los- Angeles, was nearing 
Yokohama when she ran into a 
typhoon. early last December. 
Rather than attempt the narrow 
harbor entrance, Capt. Ioannidis 
turned to fight it out on the open 
sea arid was thrown on to a reef, 
one mile from shore. The great 
vessel, 470 feetlong, lay broadside 


to the shore, forming a perfect | 


lee for lifeboats. 

Twelve hours after she 
grounded, Capt. Ioannidis ordered 
the ship to be abandoned. All 
hands, with the exception of one 
seaman, who had crept away into 
some hidden hole to sleep, were 
assembled. Then all hands 
searched the ship for the missing 
man, but to-no avail. 
than lose 39 lives in hopes of sav: 
ing one, the captain ordered the 
men into the lifeboats. He left 
one boat moored on the water, on 
the lee side, expecting the miss- 
ing man, if still on board, would 
find it and come ashore. | 

The great hull bent and 
creaked. The missing man awoke 
when the ship broke in two. Huge 
pieces of metal flew hundreds of 
feet when the break came. He 
staggered on deck, and saw all 
davits emptied. He reeled to the 
lee side and saw the shore a mile 
away. He looked down and saw 
the lifeboat, equipped with water, 
cognac, food and lifebelts and 
oars. So he embarked and pulled 
himself to safety 

Meantime Capt. Ioannidis was in 
the hands of the suspicious mili- 
tary authorities. He reemained 
so for two days, but it was a 
week before the authorities were 
fully satisfied. He voices deep ap 
preciation for aid rendered him 
by an American lawyer and by 
the-agent of States Steamship 
Lines

Three Nations Made — 
Britain’s Union Jack 

There was a time when Eng- 
land had a flag with a single 
cross. The cross was red and 
rested on a white background; it 
was known as the Cross of St. 
George. 

Scotland for a long time had 
a flag which bore the Cross of St. 
Andrew. The cross was white, on 
a background of blue.

When the English queen, Eliza- 
beth, died, an heir was found in 
the person of the King of Scot- 
land. He was the son of Mary, 
Queen of Scots, and through her 
he had a claim to the English 
throne. 

So it came about that the Scot- 
tish king was crowned ruler of 
England as well. England and 
Scotland, along with Wales, be- 
came Great Britain. 


The new king ruled Great Brit-; 


ain under the name of James f. 
He gave an order that the na- 
tion's flag should have “the red 
cross commonly called St. 
George’s cross and the white 
cross commonly called St. An- 
drew’s cross, joined together ac- 
cording to a form made by our 
heralds.” Ld 

The order was followed, and 
Great Britain's flag was given 
two crosses, one red, the other 
white. It came to be known as 
the Great Union Flag, or Union 
Jack. 

The reason for “Jack” in the 
name of the flag is not known 
certainly, but we may make two 
notes on the subject. Among the 
many meanings of the word 
“jack” is “a small flag.” Another 
reason might be found in the 
fact that one of the nicknames 
for James is “Jack.” The “Union 
Jack” may ve been so called 
because the union took place while 
James I was king. 

Half a century after the union, 
Oliver Cromwell obtained power 
over Ireland. As a mark of his 
control in Ireland, he placed an 
Irish harp..in the centre of. the 
Union Jack. = 

King Charles JI took the harp 
out of the flag, and for more than 
a century Ireland had no part in 
the Union Jack. Then, in 1801, an 
Irish cross was added. This cross 
was red; something it is described 
as “the Cross of St. Patrick,” 
sometimes as “the Fitzgerald Sal- 
tire.” 

The Irish cross was the same 
shape as the Cross of St. Andrew, 
and clever work had to be done to 
keep ane from blocking out the 
other. To bring this about, the 
red cross was laid over parts of 
the white cross, in the mahner we 
now find it in the Union Jack.
